The Berlin problem is an old 
one for the four-star general who 
retired two years ago in protest 
against the Eisenhower admins­ 
tration’* defense policies. Taylor

again wrestled with the

problem during his four years as 
Army chief of staff before leaving 
military service in 1959.

som e are entirely new. But no car now on 
the highway has all of them. 
Judging by the industry’s acceptance 
of the ideas in the insurance c o m p a n y ’s 
first s a f e t v automobile, there is a good 
chance that in a few years m any cars will 
be e q u i p p e d with: 
A rectangular steering wheel mounted 
on a telescoping shaft to provide g rea ter

All of these safety features are designed 
with one point in mind: how to keep oc­ 
cupants of a c ar from being injured until 
the day arrives when it will be possible 
to eliminate or greatly curtail au to m o ­ 
bile accidents. Traffic experts have recon­ 
ciled them selves to the fact that traffic 
accidents will increase each year, as m ore 
automobiles take to the highways. 
They do not agree it necessarily follows 
that the one in five drivers involved in a c ­ 
cidents last year, or the 1.5 million p e r­ 
sons injured or killed m ust increase their 
ran k s in proportion to the num ber of ve­ 
hicles.

The mail brings its quota each 
day of the serious things in life— 
how men and women earn their 
livehoods, how they think up gim ­ 
micks and devices and how they 
arrange to take in those who are 
unwary or are gentle and believe 
everything that comes their way. 
The mail 
brings 
circulars from 
hormone sellers ami from m em ­ 
bers of Congress who have discov­ 
ered how to save the world; the 
mail brings fat volumes to which 
learned men have devoted many 
years and it will all come to noth­ 
ing.

years ago to put together a film 
account of the rise and fall of 
Adolf Hitler 
The result startled 
the movie world and has affected 
social and political thinking. 
“ The film has been playing In 
62 
countries,” 
reported 
Leiser, 
who is gratified by its success 
Rut his profits have been nil so 
far. 
“ Under my contract. I am sup­ 
posed to get an accounting of the 
profits 
every 
six 
months,” 
he 
said. “Last December there were 
none. At the end of June I will get 
another report. If there are still 
no returns. I will have some in­ 
teresting 
developments 
in 
the 
courts.” 
The film has had a strange his­ 
tory in the United States. P ro ­ 
ducers 
William 
Perlberg 
and 
George Seaton saw “ Mein K am pf” 
in Copenhagen and praised it high­ 
ly to Param ount. They sent 
a 
print to New York and proposed 
an English narration by William 
Holden, who was also enthusiastic 
about it. 
P aram ount replied that Ameri­ 
can ’s wouldn’t pay to see a re ­ 
counting of Nazi horrors. Colum­ 
bia snapped the film up for a re 
ported $50,000. It is now expected 
to gross between $2 million and 
$3 million in the United States 
alone. 
The 
man 
who 
made 
“ Mein 
K am pf” is a stocky, balding man 
who 
became 
interested 
in 
the 
project as culture editor for 
Swedish newspaper. 
“ I 
becam e 
acquainted 
with 
many persons who had access to 
the immense amount of footage 
about the Nazis,” Leiser said. He 
found a producer to finance him 
and then began the great task of 
editing the film down to feature 
length. He served as director and 
writer. 
Why did “ Mein K am pf” prove 
so popular? 
“ I think it appeals greatly to 
young people.” said Leiser. “ They 
have read about these things in 
school, but they really can’t com ­ 
prehend them until they see them 
with their own eyes. 
“ What they see is real. These 
things cannot be faked.” 
There have been other documen­ 
taries of Nazi Germany, but they 
have not had the impact of “ Mein 
Kampf 
One reason is undoubted 


ly timing: The revival of Interest 
in naziism spawned by the Eich- 
mann trial. But credit must also 
be due Leiser’s skill as a film 
m aker. 
A m a z i n g l y , 
“ Mein 
K am pf” was his first movie. 
“ I used some of the techniques 
I learned in making radio and TY 
documentaries in Sweden,” he ex­ 
plained. 
“ Mainly, I try to put 
nothing between the audience and 
the story. I want them to discover 
it for themselves.”

J million 
in federal money to such child­ 
ren. 
New federal judgeships — This 
creates 73 new judgeships — 63 
district judges, IO judges for the 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 
Passed by both houses of Con 
gross and either awaiting his sig­ 
nature or delayed tem porarily un 
til House and Senate can iron out 
some differences: 
Housing—a four-year 
program 
estim ated at $4 9 billion. 
Social Security im provem ents— 
This perm its men to retire at 62, 
raises the minimum monthly pay­ 
ment from $33 to $40, brings an 
additional 160,000 people on the 
benefit rolls. An estim ated 4.420,- 
OOO people will get benefits from 
increased payments. 
Highways—This is intended to 
achieve completion of the $41-hil- 
lion, 
41.000-mile interstate high 
way system by 1972. 
Taxes—This bill extends for an­ 
other year the excise taxes on 
various items—like liquor and au­ 
tomobiles—and continues the cor­ 
poration tax at 52 per cent.
